The Housing Shortage 


The Housing Shortage 

Evicted because the house they lived 
in was sold to one who wished to occupy 
it, a family in a certain Middle Western 
city has moved into the city jail in order 
to have a roof over their heads. Even 
their two canaries are in jail. The birds 
don’t like the housing shortage either. 
In their cages in the second-floor corri- 
dor, they won’t sing a note. Fuzzy and 
Dickie have their own cages, and thus 
far no sparrow or barn swallow has 
moved in on them. But they would like 
a place where the family can return to 
normal life and where there would be 
a better place to put their cages. 

The average person doesn’t feel the 
seriousness of the situation until his in- 
laws move in on him or until eviction 
papers are served him. Then the prob- 
lem becomes his own. For folks who 
cannot find suitable living quarters, this 
problem is more than a newspaper topic 
or a political issue; it is a personal emer- 
gency. 

Every man faces another personal 
living problem. It comes when the evic- 
tion papers of life are served him and 
the call comes to him to leave this 
familiar world, that the tabernacle of 
clay, so much a part of him, is no longer 
to be inhabited. What then? 

The child of God finds this no emer- 
gency, for his Lord has said: “Let not 
your hearts be troubled. . . . In my 
Father's house are many mansions. . . . 
I go to prepare a place for you” (John 
14:1-2). 

Wars, economic upheavals, depres- 
sions, recessions, booms, and busts may 
change, mar, or help his housing situa- 
tion on earth. But nothing that happens 
here can change his standing in his 
heavenly home. ‘The Apostle Paul was 
assured “neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, 
nor things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord” (Rom. 8:38-39). 

Earthly dwellings made of wood, 
brick, concrete, stone, or mud represent 
_work and planning. Trees grow with- 
out man’s help, but they are timber not 
lumber until work has been expended 
on them, until they are prepared. Stone, 
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bricks, mortar, concrete, pipes for the 
plumbing, wire for electricity, nails to 
hold the building together, all originate 
from the earth beneath our feet. They 
are the products of preparation, and the 
houses people make into homes are the 
product of preparation. 


Our heavenly home, a home eternal 
in the heavens, is a prepared place. Of 
the preparation we know little, except 
that it is promised so. There'll be no 
housing shortage in heaven. When the 
call to move comes to the child of God, 


he is headed for home. 


He, Who was rich, for our sakes be- 
came poor (2 Cor. 8.9). He, Who knew 
no sin, became sin for us that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in 
Him (2 Cor. 5:21). Though the foxes 
have holes and the birds have their 
nests, He, Who had no where to lay 
His head, has gone to prepare a. place 
for us. This is not social security, but 
the security of the promise of our Lord 


made in the love of our God.—M.M.

Pictorial Map for Safety in Flight 


Air safety took a major step forward 
this month with disclosure of a tele- 
vision-radar “pictorial road map.” 

Dr. Douglas Ewing, manager of the 
teleran engineering department ex- 
plained how teleran works. 


“Tt will show in one clear picture 
where the pilot is in respect to some 
fixed point; where he wants to go, what 
other planes are in his vicinity at the 
same altitude; what weather problems 
are ahead; and what obstacles lie in 
front of him.” 


Teleran will aid commercial flying 
by speeding up plane landings at air- 
ports through better contact between 
planes and control crews. In addition, 
the device will prevent air crashes by 
giving pilots a clear view of fixed or 
moving obstacles at its altitude at all 
times.

These Perilous Times 


by THe SUPERINTENDENT 


That we are now living in the peril- 
ous “last days” foretold by our Lord and 
His apostles is so generally accepted by 
those who read this paper that there is 
little reason for setting forth the ever 
accumulating evidence. Familiarity with 
the prophecies relating to the end of the 
age and the blessed hope of the church 
should provoke watchfulness and sobri- 
ety, together with sustained vigilance in 
prosecuting the work of the Lord in the 
great world field. This is the normal 
fruit of balanced prophetic preaching. 
However, I might add, in all candor, 
that ill considered, speculative, bom- 
bastic bungling in this field has added 
materially to the confusion of a bewil- 
dered age. 

The aftermath of the most insane war 
in history presents world problems that 
stagger the imagination. The pagan 
philosophies of the God-hating, Bible- 
repudiating forces that recently brought 
our civilization to the brink of disaster 
are still to be reckoned with. ‘These 
same concepts of life and government 
are now sponsored by wolves who 
parade in democratic clothing; but they 
are the implacable enemies of all that 
our boys fought to preserve. Huge arma- 
ments are retained, and the race for 
more destructive means of warfare goes 
on apace while uncounted millions 
shiver with cold and pine away with 
hunger. Saddled with debt, threatened 
with bankruptcy, and plagued with 
taxes, a badly battered world, stubbornly 
refusing discipline, gambles, guzzles, 
and frolics as her evening sun sinks to- 
ward the horizon of impending judg- 
ment. 

The religious outlook, too, is con- 
fused. If we say the world should turn 
to religion, then we are confronted with 
the question, which religion? ‘The sober- 
ing truth is that religion in our day is 
mixed up with most everything in the 
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world, and most everything is mixed in 

religion. If the world should suddenly 
decide to try the watered-down formula 
of Christendom, so-called, the concoc- 
tion would act only as a sedative. 

That the great apostasy of the last 
days is upon us is not questioned by 
spiritual men. In many historic seats of 
learning, built and nurtured to great 
strength by consecrated believers of the 
yesteryears, blatant unbelief sits un- 
questioned today. These clever Phili- 
stines, who spearheaded the attack on 
Christian orthodoxy, are now ably as- 
sisted by a horde of mild-mannered lib- 
eralists who have infiltrated an ever in- 
creasingly large number of the pulpits 
of the realm and now seem firmly rooted 
in what a few years ago was evangelical 
soil. Little wonder, therefore, that mil- 
lions now worship at the shrine of 
science and interpret the warm wonders 
of the Bible and historic religion in terms 
of natural phenomena. Oh, that our be- 
loved country could awake to see that 
the same termites that undermined and 
wrecked the old world are now slowly 
eating away the foundations of our cher- 
ished Christian democracy. 

This brief sketch of world chaos is 
not overdrawn. Should we enlarge the 
picture, it would serve only to deepen 
the shadowy outlines. We dare not shut 
our eyes to these unpleasant realities, 
and, like the false shepherds of Israel, 
cry, “Peace, peace,” when there is no 
peace. Yet I would point out this heart- 
ening truth: all pictures are made up of 
lights and shadows. And I have been 
waiting until now to say something 
about the danger zone through which 
the student of prophecy and the times 
must pass. If we dwell too long on dark 
things, we are apt to develop a_pessi- 
mistic outlook, and unwittingly add to 
the gloom of an already overburdened 
age. I have heard preaching that sent 


me away saying to myself, “Why art; 
thou cast down, O my soul, and why: 
art thou disquieted within me?” 


There is no doubt that good men and 
strong have been overburdened with an/ 
exaggerated sense of the extent to which - 
sin reigns in this world. David once be- 
came so agitated over the prevalence of 
lying men, that he said in his haste, “Al” 
men are liars.” He was evidently on) 
the right track, but he carried things toe 
far. Elijah was once so overwhelmed | 
by the appalling apostasy of his day that 
he complained to the Lord, “The chil 
dren of Israel have forsaken thy covenant. 
thrown down thine altars, and slain thy 
prophets, and I, even I only, am left. 
and they seek my life to take it away. 
This was indeed a distressing picture 
but the desert preacher found out that 
he had made it seven thousand times 
worse than it was. 

If our spirit and our preaching tends 
to get more heavy than “we or our fath- 
ers are able to bear,” then let us take | 
time out to think of the millions in our | 
day who have not bowed the knee to 
Baal, nor have they sacrificed one single | 
fundamental of the faith of our fathers— 
to think of the goodness that never finds" 
its way to the front page—to think and 
speak of things that are honest, pure, 
and of good report that so often pass un- 
noticed, but about which the great 
apostle has told us to think (Phil. 4:8). 
This will put essential spiritual ballast 
in the vessel to keep it on an even keel 
in choppy seas. 


Verily, in these perilous times we 
need unwavering faith in God and in 
the redemption which is in Christ 
Jesus. We need faith in human decency 
and dignity. We need eyes to see the 
beautiful in God’s world. We need des- 
perately to be filled with God’s com- 
passion until we can see the diamonds 
in the rough. We need faith in the 
potency and adequacy of the Christian 
gospel—a_ balanced gospel—that thun- 
ders at sin and warns of judgment, yet is 
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loriously attractive with vibrant joy 
‘nd radiant hope. If these things be in 
is and abound even as the shadow 
hickens about us, we shall be more 
than preachers of doom; we shall be 
ac of His everlasting kingdom, 
aappy in the assurance of His eternal 


ordship and of our heirship with Him. 


From the busy tasks and heavy bur- 
ens of the long night of toil and watch- 
ng, let us occasionally lift our eyes to 
he far horizon where the soft glow of 
vhe rising sun of a new day is even now 
streaking the eastern sky with delicate 
umber. Tyranny and oppression shall 
soon be gone. The muffled sobs of the 
world’s oppressed shall soon die away 
-o be heard no more forever. “And God 
shall wipe away all tears from their 
yes; and there shall be no more death, 
either sorrow, nor crying, neither shall

The last few months the press and 
radio have been agitating the American 
public against the menace of commun- 
ism. The President, Congress, civic 
clubs, social groups, business leaders, 
ministers of the gospel, and the average 
man on the street have finally realized 
we are facing a ruthless enemy that has 
become strong while we have been 
apathetic toward this atheistic ideology. 
While we have been slumbering, this 
evil menace has been constantly, almost 
fanatically scheming, plotting and plan- 
ning ways and means of recruiting youth 
into its ranks. 

A young people’s communist conven- 
tion held last year in June in New York 
City, the AYD, claimed clubs on 63 
college and university campuses. The 
communists are functioning in the pub- 
lic schools of Detroit under the name 
of FDR Clubs. Recently in the Pacific 
Northwest Reds were found enticing 
Washington high school students to 
AYD headquarters, using dances and 
free athletic equipment as bait. Within 
recent months the young reds of New 
York City openly opposed the Youth for 
Christ rally held at Madison Square 
Garden. 

One American who is _ fearlessly 
fighting American communism is J. 
Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation of the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice. Recently he de- 
clared: “In our own country and in our 
own time, we have seen another youth 
movement arise. It still flourishes. I re- 
fer to that sounding idealistic title, 
‘American Youth for Democracy,’ which 
conceals the evils and the corruption 
of American communism. This name 
is but a new one for the former Young 
Communist League. It reflects all the 
sinister purposes of the communist party 
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of the United States. It employes the 
same technique and has the same ob- 
jectives; namely, the conversion of our 
haven of liberty and freedom to worship 
as we choose, to a godless, totalitarian 
state where the adversaries of democracy 
can do as they please. Their attacks 
should be proclaimed from every pulpit 
and headlined in every newspaper in 
the land.” 

Brother William E. Long, at our fall 
convention at Sacramento several years 
ago, challenged our Christ Ambassadors 
very dramatically to fight communism 
by winning souls to Christ. He went 
on to say if all born-again Christians 
would win their neighbors to Christ, 
and they in turn would win a soul, and 
this kept up, it wouldn’t be long before 
communism would be thoroughly de- 
feated. 

I whole heartedly agree with our 
Brother Long, and it’s my conviction 
that as Pentecostal youth we should get 
going for God. May the Holy Spirit 
arouse us and help us to get on the 
“firing line.” Christ is the answer for 
every ism, including communism. 

The day is far spent—night is fast ap- 
proaching. The coming of Christ is 
imminent, and what we do we must do 


quickly.

The Superintendent of the Sunday School

We definitely do not 
spend enough time before the Lord in 
regards to the various offices of our 
churches. I am persuaded that the Lord 
is mindful enough of us and of the souls 
that He died and shed His precious 
blood for, that He has someone selected 
for such a key position as this. If we 
will diligently seek His face, I am sure 
He will reveal to us the one He has 
His hand upon. It may not be the one 
that we thought it would be. It was that 
way when Samuel went to anoint a king 
from among the sons of Jesse. Jesse 
brought the eldest before Samuel, but 
he was rejected. ‘Then one after another 
the other sons were brought before him, 
but God rejected each one as they came. 
Finally Samuel asked if those were all 
the sons Jesse had? Jesse answered that 
he still had one more, but he was just 
a youth and was out in the field tending 
the sheep; surely the Lord would never 
choose him. But when he was brought 
before Samuel, the Lord spoke and said 
that this was the one He had chosen. 
David turned out to be a man after 
God’s own heart and was used in a 
mighty way by the Lord. ‘There are

Vacation Bible School 


It hardly seems possible that it will 
not be long until our public schools 
will be having their regular summer 
vacation. The boys and girls will be 
running up and down the sidewalks at 
all times of the day, playing in the parks, 
going for a swim, or what have you. 
Many of these men and women of to- 
morrow that we see on the streets today 
have never known what it is to hear a 
real salvation message. Many times, for 
various reasons, we cannot get them 
into our church services. But this will be 
a golden opportunity for us to put forth a 
real effort to gather them together for 
two or three weeks in a Daily Vacation 
Bible School. While we have them 
with us, they are not only kept off the 
streets and out of mischief, but we have 
the privilege of giving them a message 
of life that perhaps will change the en- 
tire course of their lives. It has been our 
happy privilege to see them sit in vaca- 
tion Bible schools with their mouths 
actually held open in awe as the truths 
of salvation were brought to their hearts 
and minds for the first time. 


Many churches do not have a vaca- 
tion Bible school. One of the main 
reasons given is the lack of workers to 
conduct such a school. We have faced 
that problem many times, but I have 
found that generally where there is a 
will there is a way. If it is possible for 
you to secure outside help, that will be 
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Christians to grow in the grace and | 
knowledge of the Lord, and especially is _ 
there a need of the leaders pressing into — 
the deeper things of God. It has often | 
been said that a pastor cannot take his ; 
flock deeper than he is himself. This is | 
very true; and it will also be a real battle | 
for the superintendent to take the Sun- | 
day school deeper than he is himself. — 
He should be the example before his — 
entire staff of workers and the pupils of | 
the school. We have seen instances: | 
when the superintendent did not come | 
to the evangelistic services in the eve- 7 
ning, many times never coming to a ~ 


midweek service. The superintendent 
should be one of the most spiritual men 


in the church, leading the way to the — 
place of prayer, praying with others and 
encouraging them to press in a little 
closer to the Master’s side.
